UR Soveraign Lord Conſidering, that generally the Burghs of this Kingdom Havers *Y 
() of Priſoners, are troubled ard overcharg'd with Priſoners thruſt into their Priſons, © .** 
who have nothing to maintaja themſelves, but muſt of neceſſity either ſtarve or be a bur- | 
den upon the Burgh ; doth cherefore, and for Remedy thereof, with Advice and Conſent - 
of the Eſtates of Parliament Statute and Ordain, that where any perſon is made, or ſhall 
be made priſoner for any Civil Debt or Cauſe, and ſhall be found or become ſo poor as
